and  the  eonsei|Uunt  rcMiiUuf  all  these  bestow- 
mtnis  Is  that  mi'ii,  woman  and  child  feel 
tbanklul  and  iu  good  cheer,  and,  with  the 
bi'rrc,  iiiulo  and  ox,  uie  in  prime  ejndilion 
for  the  forward  movement  to  morrow. 

.\t  II)  o'clock  on  Ibc  night  ot  cur  first  day 
out  from  Kuit  Alicroronibie,  yI/..,  on  tho  2Jtli 
lust ,  while  encamped  on  the  west  bunk  of 
the  Willi  Ki>-c  liver,  in  latitude  I'.t  deg.  north, 
a  luminous  meteor,  resembling  u  ball  of  lire 
ot  seveiiil  leet  in  diaiiicter,  with  a  rerplenuant 
tall  loiiy  leet  in  length,  rose  up  from  tho 
nirlhern  huriiion,  ami  moved  mijesli. 
caily  toward  the  lenitli  nt  an  anglu 
of  i'i  degrees.  In  its  passage  upward 
il  pariiully  ilisap|ieared  for  a  nicmcn 
behind  a  lleecy  cloud,  reappeared  at>ovc, 
assumed  iaiiuvdiatuly  after  a  eurviturc  down. 
wiirds  iirok^  at  I  uit  into  a  myriad  of  stars  of 
varioiii  snd  da^^ling  buui,  and  lin.illy  di.^- 
uppe.tKd  altogether  iu  a  snowy  ha/.Q  oil 
un  the  distant  prairie.  1  \\\h  meteor  phenoiue. 
nou  possessed  the  luoit  striking  iiiil'.lnney 
and  was  by  lar  tbc  grandest  and  most  lieauti- 
ful  display  of  tirewurks  in  a  simile  piece  it  was 
ever  my  lortune  to  witness.  During  the  sin- 
gle minuie  It  described  its  ti.'ry  course  through 
the  heavens,  it  riveted  the  attention  of  a  large 
numlHjr  of  voyageurs,  who,  like  myself,  were 
sealed  on  Ihe  ground  in  front  of  their  quarter.-, 
ch  tiling  and  smoking,  and  for  an  hour  after 
was  the  subject  nt  general  diseussiou. 

On  Tliursday,  .'Mih  ol  June,  our  evening's 
e.iiup  was  pitched  at  the  Dig  Uend  ol  the  Shey- 
enno.  I  lorded  tbo  river  to  the  Noith  bank  of 
my  Indian  pony,  and  with  a  uuml.'cr  of  sen- 
tlemen  from  New  York,  iiispeeled  the  first  on 
(ion.  Mbloy's  scries  ol  entrenchments  thrown 
up  by  his  forces  on  his  march  through  to  tho 
Missouri  toopcrale  against  the  Indians  in  IMtiS. 
These  works  arc  of  the  rillc  pit  order,  are  well 
constructed,  and,  with  tho  linisbing  touch 
which  nature  has  put  upon  them  during  the 
past  thrco  years,  in  forming  a  network  of  to.l 
over  Ihe  .several  parallels  of  raised  earth,  pro- 
mise to  he  as  enduring,  it  no  citogcthcr  as  fa- 
mous, as  tho  monuments  of  defensive  warfare 
reared  in  tho  swamps  of  the  Chtchahomlny  by 
the  "Great  Dirt  Digger  of  tho  I'eninsula." 

Here,  too,  at  the  Bii;  IJcnd,  is  nnotltr  nov- 
elty, a  novelty  at  least  to  me,  and  possifdy  to 
nurot>ers  ot  the  Phkss  readers.  I  refer  lo 
tieaver  dams.  These  dams,  extending,  come 
of  ihcm,  from  forty  to  sixty  yards,  and  eoin- 
prehcnding  tho  entire  width  ol  the  river,  have 
iieen  constructed  at  great  pains  and  lal>or,and 
with  a  matbcmailcal  precision  that  might  bo 
imitated  to  advantage  by  architects  and  build- 
ers ol  our  own  species.  Trees  ot  the  diameter 
of  eight  inches  have  hero  been  cut  down  by 
these  clever  little  animals  as  eleauand  smooth 
as  if  felled  by  tho  woodman's  axe ;  severed, 
in  the  same  neat  manner,  (by  a  sharp,  keen, 
ivory  jiw  saw.)  Into  lengths  of  Irom  six  to  ten 
feet,  dragged,  piecemeal,  into  the  stream,  and 
sot  upright  and  solid  into  boles  dug  to  receive 
them  ;  the  branches  then  drawn  in  and  inter- 
laced in  a  wurliinanlike  manner  from  stake  to 
stake,  and  the  whole  thing  completed  with  a 
mixture  of  cl<iy  and  mud,  cuuvtiycd  in  the 
bearer's  tail  Irom  tho  river  side,  and  plastered 
on  with  tho  same  appendage,  which  answers 
tbo  double  purpose  of  hod  and  trowel. 

Wl-h  the  expedition  ho  is  this  year  leailing 
to  the  gold  lielih  of  the  inouiitnins,  fapt.  Kisk 
i<  gieafiy  s.iti-lied,  and  bus  just  reason  to  lie 
proud.  Itv  far  the  1  ireesl  and  best  u|>|iointcd 
caravansary  thai  has  ever  left  the  liordors  ol 
Minnesota  to  cross  the  plains  from  Ihe  north, 
itsDtrengib  insures  its  salety  in  journeying 
through  the  Indiiu  country,  and  its  liomogen- 
ily  providcH  iissislance,  prompt  and  sure,  on 
occasions  j|  mishap  or  accident,  at  times  oc- 
curring to  some  one  of  iho  miiltiiiide  in  a 
day's,  a  week's,  or  a  month's  pilgrimage  on 
the  plains.  Tlie  train,  well  closed  up  and 
niarcbiug  in  columns  three  abreast,  stretches 
out  over  a  half  mile  in  length,  and  leaves  Ik-- 
bind  a  treble  trail  that,  if  never  traveled  again, 
will  reipiiro  long  years  to  oblii-rato.  Krom 
this  on  t'apt.  Kisk  expects  to  travel  lUO 
miles  every  six  days,  making  i.  an  establish- 
ed rule  forest  ou  tho  Sabbath.

Tho  temporary  locati-n 
ougnt  to  bo  made  here,  and  unless 
it  is,  our  citizens  will  bo  very  loth 
to  pay  their  suliscriptions,  amouniing  to 
97.1X10,  for  tho  purchase  ol  the  'Tioriingtun 
Farm,"  as  the  subscriptions  were  made  in  the 
laith  that  the  temporary  location  would  sure- 
ly lie  made  at  the  point  selected  for  tbc  per- 
manent location. 

.\s  uther  of  your  corrcspoiidcuts  are  men- 
tioning the  name*  of  persons  who  will  be  can- 
didates for  the  nomiitaiion  for  Congress  lie- 
fore  the  convention  to  lie  holdcn  in  aliout  two 
mouths  from  this  date,  Iho  writer  hereof  may 
bo  pardoned  for  meatiuuiug  a  name  in  that 
coDDeetion.

Having  receutly  learned 
that  be  will  bo  a  c.uididale,  1  take  pleasure  in 
leslifying  that  bu  Is  a  man  of  tbc  strii  test  in- 
tegrity, and  ot  principles  llie  most  soiiml, 
and  that  us  a  ihoiougbly  educated  mtin, 
as  a  mail  of  high  literary  and  s.  leu- 
tlbc  uliainineuts,  ku  bus  but  lew 
peers  iu  the  stale.  Ibis  di.s'ri  '  eou'd  .-,  ud 
no  man  to  Congress  that  would.  In  my  opin- 
ion, be  so  purleetly  acccplaldu  in  every  way 
us  Mr.  Ilryanl.  l^nTIke  the  recreant  Norton, 
ho  is  llrnily  attached  to  the  principles  of  tho 
Uepoblicau  party — lo  justice,  liberty  and 
Union.

The  hie  and  the  wu.mI  are  ready,  and  the  de-

promise  shall  l>u  biid  upon  llio  ultar, — let  ii>,t 
i  s  band  l>e  stayed,  neither  send  it  lo  a  thicket 
for  a  ram  instiad.  And  let  tho  enliro  I'nion 
witness  tho  glorious  niito  <ta  fe. 

It  Fccnis  remarkable— amazing — that  Con- 
gress should  think  ol  loreing  such  an  issue 
us  a  prohibitory  lurill  lor  protective  purposes 
upon  the  country  at  this  time  The  great  Itc- 
(lublicin  I'nion  party  was  framed  and  is  held 
together  for  no  such  purpose.  The  old  Whig 
party  bad  "protection  to  American  indiislry" 
for  one  of  it*  leading  princi,iles,  and  thereby 
managed  to  lie  moat  thoroughly  whip|>ed  in 
almost  every  contest.  To  be  sure,  a  great 
many  of  the  members  ot  tho  present  Kepub- 
iican  parly  arc  old 'Whigs,  and  us  such  arc 
protccli'inists,  but  a  great  many  were  alno  for- 
merly disciples  of  ihe  (•anialiels  of  free  trade 
— Calhoun  and  McDutlie,  and  Robert  J.  Walk- 
er, and  Silas  Wright— nt  whose  feet  they 
learned  that  unfettered  commerce  was  the  only 
sure  road  to  wealth  and  happiness  in  this 
world,  if  not  to  eternal  felicity  in  tbc  next. 
I'rcsentto  such  men  tbo  direct  qursiiun  of  a 
highly  protective  tarilf  even  along  with  the 
already  clearly  de'incd  issue  of  reconstruction, 
and  it  is  but  natural  that  they  should  hesitate. 
KIcsh  and  blood  cannot  stand  everything,  and 
tho  (Hiwer  ofold  and  cherished  opinions  and 
prejudices  Hcting  in  lull  concert  with  selMn- 
lerest,  generally  constitute  too  strong  a  lemp- 
talion  lor  nn  uoiegencrate  man  tu  over- 
come. 

To  drive  tbis  portion  of  tbo  strength  of  the 
I'nion  patty  to  tho  wall  by  the  passage  ol  such 
a  bill  OS  Congress  proposes,  is  to  court  defeat 
III  every  ilose  district  in  the  country,  and  to 
make  a  doubtful  contest  in  many  districta 
which  would  otherwise  lie  overwhelmingly 
with  us. 

Ily  the  passage  of  the  propositions  for 
amending  the  Constitutioa  and  the  adoption 
of  the  reconstruction  report  by  Congress,  the 
issue  in  the  case  of  tbc  Tcople  Ooyal)  v«.  A. 
Johnson  and  their  laic  enemies  in  the  field,  is 
distinctly  and  sc|uarely  drawn,  end  the  inher- 
ent siren  i!lh  of  our  side  should  not  lie  fritter- 
ed away  by  the  iutroducllon  ol  collateral  and 
perplexing  questions.  The  Itepuiilicun  party 
has  been  built  up  on  uo  such  foumlatiou  as 
protect  ion— let  it  carefully  attend  to  its  real 
liusincss,  which  bus  been  to  save  Ibe  country 
and  governmeut  irum  Ibe  dominion  ol  slave- 
ry and  the  macbiiiali,iiis  of  irailorr,  and  is 
now  to  prevent  its  snrremler  lo  its  cnciiiles 
whom  it  hrs  so  signally  beaten  in  the  field. 
And  as  Mr.  Johnson  is  so  fond  of  appealing 
to  the  people,  let  him  have  the  l>enilit  of  the 
appeal.  Tu  give  him  the  additional  ndvun- 
tago  of  un  opportunity  tu  veto  such  an  absiini 
thing  as  this  proposed  turiil,  would  li-:  worso 
than  u  crime — it  wouti  be  n  bluinb  r. 

In  the  meantime,  if  with  ibi:  present  b'gb 
duties  on  imports,  a  rale  ul  premiiiin  on  gold 
ranging  from  I'l  to  .'lO  per  ceut ,  which 
operates  in  iho  American  market  as  an  addi- 
tional protection,  and  adecre.ise  ol  the  pres- 
ent internal  revenue  lax,  the  woolen  lords  of 
New  Kngland  and  the  iron  lords  of  IVnnsyl- 
vania  cannot  stniid  itjiuu  their  fcit  without 
further  governmental  propping,  li>t  them 
fall  In  tho  devil's  name,  and  we  will  use  for- 
,  i.)gn  products  from  henceforth !

The  second  «iis  armed  «iih  a 
pistol  which  bo  bad  earned  ii|Min  his  person 
for  n  long  time,  in  aeeordame  wilh  the  <  ustom 
of  the  eouniry  n  which  ho  was  reared,  where 
men  from  the  .same  nelgliti  irhood  b.id  -erved 
in  the  I'nion  or  Ihe  rela-l  armies.  The  third 
was  armed  wiili  a  pistol  widch  it  was  general- 
ly bis  custom  to  carry,  and  wliich  he  had  up<m 
bis  person  on  that  day,  wiibontany  relereiice 
tu  Ihe  ddlleuliy  which  occurred. 

After  luriber  n  marks  the  Committee  say  : 

As  lo  the  question  of  provocation  or  pub- 
lication  presented  in  this  ease,  it  has  iK'en 
compelled  to  decide,  nfier  miture  deliliera 
lion,  that  no  provoi  aiion  can  justify  a  resort 
to  violence  against  the  person  ol  a  merolicr  of 
this  House.  In  CDiimcrailng  tbr  privileges  ul 
its  members  the  Cunsiitution  expressly  de- 
clares that  for  any  speech  or  ileb.iie  in  cither 
House  tbey  shall  not  be  qu<  stioned  in  any 
other  pittco.  (Art  I,  Sec.  .V)  The  theory  u|Min 
which  parliamentary  asseiubluiar.)  founded  is 
that  of  iLc  Inviolability  ol  tho  person  of  the 
Ueprcscntative.  No  tribunal  or  ollicer  of  the 
(lovcrnmcnl  is  authorl/.ed,  except  m  cases  ol 
treason  felony,  or  breuehes  ol  the  pence,  to 
call  hill  to  ai-<-nunt  lor  Ihe  part  taken  In  the 
transaelmns  ul  the  assembly  ol  which  he  is  a 
mcmlier.  Tbo  existence  and  aiitlioiity  of 
legislative  assemblies  depend  upon  the  recug- 
niiion  of  tbis  fundamental  law.  Tbis  is  due 
not  less  to  the  dignity  ol  ibo  assembly  and 
tho  rights  of  Its  menittors  than  lo  the  people 
iboy  ri  presiiit.  Anactof  violence  ngaiiisi  a 
repreteutativc  is  an  ai  t  ol  iiisurrecUiii  ag.iinst 
tbc  people  he  represents.  It  cannot  lie  jiisti- 
li  d  by  any  delinquency  or  wron.  on  ihc  part 
III  the  reprcseniaiivu  which  lliev  have  not 
aiiiborizod,  and  lor  which  they  ought 
not  to  lie  bed  responsible  nor  deprived 
of  Ihc  riijlit  of  represintatuin.  Those  prerog 
alives  ot  tbc  rep  I'senlallvc  are  so  much  a 
mailer  of  public  concern  thai  Ihry  cannot  lie 
l.il.iii  annv  by  any  act  ol  the  aH.sembly  of 
wbii  b  he  IS  a  iiiemlH-r  except  liv  nn  order  ol 
e.Npuislon  or  lis  cipiivaleii',  or  annulled  by 
■  be  l,ei;i.s!aUire,  and  so  fir  as  lliey  secure  to 
him  the  ri!;hl  of  ulteiidance,  il  is  not  in  llie 
power  ol.  Ihc  rriirescniative  in  waive  or  sur 
ri  nder  Ibcm.  In  bis  privileges  uiu  invoiveil 
the  iigbl  ol  lepriseiilatlon  ol  the  people,  aud 
upon  ihcir  pioper  recognition  IhceMstemcol 
rep  rscntative  covernmciii  and  poiitieal  IIIht- 
ly  depends.  Tlie  Couiiiiiltce  is  thereloro  ol 
opinion  tb.it  III  Ibe  assault  upou  lliv  jierKOU  ol 
the  llou.  Mr.  (jiiiiiieli  ol  Iowa,  on  uccuunt  ol 
words  spoken  in  debate  and  lor  Ihe  aeknow- 
Udgeil  purpose  of  disgracing  him  us  a  mem- 
bi'r  ul  the  lioiise,  and  ilierc'y  dtpririiig  bun 
ol  Uis  due  and  just  inlliieiiee  and  power  us  a 
memlier  ol  ibis  Hou.su,  the  lion.  Mr.  lloiiii- 
seau  of  Kenliicky,  commi'icd  an  mc.\cu>able 
lire  ich  of  the  privileges  of  tbis  House  as  well 
as  of  Ihe  people  repriscnted  by  Mr  (irinnell, 
lor  which  no  provocai  on  or  luslillcaliou  can 
bu  piuadud,  and  which  mcriis  ibu  sirongeni 
conUemnaiiou  ihr.l  it  is  in  the  power  ol  the 
Itousu  tu  impose.  In  lorming  this  opinion 
tho  Couimiitee  hai  not  overlooked  Ihecir- 
eumsiances  out  ol  wliirh  tho  oskauU  origina- 
ted, and  which  bavu  Ueu  pit  a  Jed  as  a 
g.ound  ol  jiisiliuble  provo  auoii.  Ihc 
iiiitiuiatioii  ol  cowariiice  as  .in  ollicir  of  tiio 
army  is  an  olfense  lo  which  no  reply  can  Ik: 
luudu  It  is  dillieiilt  lu  prove  Ihu  rxisieiice 
otpirsonal  coura;.'e;a  man's  eli,>racter  in  this 
les  eel  must  Ik>  in  a  great  decree  a  mailer  ol 
opinion.  When  |i  iNiisunes  necessary  to  luxke 
uii  impu'aiioii  ul  tills  utiaractcr  ugainst  a  mem- 
ber ot  tins  House  U  should  lie  done  with  the 
lorinalii.  Iff  a  cliargu  of  miseondnci.  accom- 
pttiiii  d  iiy  a  klalement  of  the  laets  upon  whi<  h 
il  Is  based,  and  <  y  which  it  ii  to  lie  inleritd 
orprovtd  'llie  Comnnitco  is  unable  tu  lind 
in  this  ca.se  any  saii>faction  for  nn  imputuliun 
ul  Ibis  ciiuracitr  agaiusi  ihe  Ueure.senlaii\u 
irom  Kentucky  His  military  services  were 
vulun.nrilv  rendered  in  fuvnrof  the  (jovern- 
iDcnt  under  which  Iho  llouie  hold  all  nspriv- 
iigcs  and  powers  against  a  largo  portion  of 
Ibu  people  of  his  own  .smti>,  us  weU  as  against 
bis  immeiliale  tellow  ciiuen",  relatives  and 
lri<  iiiln.  I  anyiliing  Would  justly  a  resort 
to  violence,  which  ihc  Commntee  denies,  ii 
miKbl  peili  ips  he  lound  lu  an  impuiaiion  ol 
till.  Iiiid.  Ihe  Comniiitee,  tliertfiiie,  recom- 
mend itjai  il.,'  Mouse  express  ii.s  ilisapproiia- 
liiiu  ol  Ihu  personal  i.ii.elion  ofth"  Hon  Mr. 
Uousseiu,  as  a  violation  ol  thn  orders  ot  thu 
House,  and  a  breach  of  thu  priviii-ires  uf  lis 
intmlK'is.  Il  appears  iron  Ihu  evidence  that 
these  persons  were  present  with  arms  nt  the 
time  ol  thu  assault,  one  ot  them,  at  feast,  had 
tieen  informed  of  its  probable  occuneniv, 
and  all  uf  ihi  m  expressed  tu  the  Commii- 
tio  tbiir  intention  lu  lake  part  in  ilie 
alliir  in  the  event  of  any  unexpected  inter- 
lerence  ou  the  part  of  outsi  'c  parlies  on  eith- 
er side.  It  appears  lo  the  couiinitiee,  alter 
mature  dclilieratiun,  that  inasmuch  as  ibis 
oceuried,  in  a  premeditated  and  actual  as-ault 
upon  thu  p  r^on  ol  a  iiieniiier  of  this  House, 
that  such  presence  and  patticipatiun  was  an 
ollense  against  tho  public  peace  and  the  privi- 
leges ul  Ibis  House,  which  ought  iiot  to  pass 
unnuticvd.  It  is  iherelore  rceommeiidtd  ihai 
these  parlies  be  brought  to  the  bar  of  tho 
House  and  held  sut<ji'Ct  to  its  order.  In  these 
reeummendatioos  thu  committee  bavu  per- 
formed the  duty  wiih  which  II  was  charged, 
bul  il  is,  perliapi,  proper,  in  addition  to  what 
has  been  said,  to  call  the  ailtntion  of  tho 
House  to  Ihe  mccssiiy  uf  enforcing  the  rules 
of  Ihc  House  againsi  ptrsoualiiies  in  debate. 
These  rules  are  founded  on  national  rules  and 
right  as  well  us  in  ancient  parliamcntarv  law. 

II  is  Ihe  duly  ol  every  mcmlier  of  thu  House 
to  see  thai  I  hey  arc  ohserved  'Ihis  depends 
niuru  upon  thu  temper  and  purpose  of  Itjis 
House  than  up<Mi  ihu  ofll<!trs.  It  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House  repard  with  mdillerence  the 
violation  uf  the  rules  uf  debate  in  this  con 
nection  Ihe  dignity  uf  tho  House,  the  privi- 
leges ol  thomenib.:is  and  Ibu  rights  of  the 
people  tbey  renrestnl  cannot  l>e  maintained 
upon  a  lull  and  careful  considcraiion  ot  all 
the  facts  in  tl.  is  case. 

The  minority  report  is  as  follows  : 

Tho  undersigned  concur  with  the  majority 
of  the  conimiilee  in  holding  that  (Jen.  Kous- 
senu,  in  his  assault  upi'U  iMr.  (irinnell,  was 
guilty  of  a  violation  ul  the  privileges  ul  this 
lluu.su,  lor  which  there  was  no  jusiilieatluu  ; 
but,  cunsiderini;  the  very  gross  |iruviicatiou 
received  by  Mr.  Uousseau.  the  wnnton  anil 
uijust  inipiitatiuDS  cast  upon  bis  military 
character  and  servicx's,  the  tailh  ol  the  House 
tu  protect  Lim  against  an  assault  unuarranta 
ble  in  iuclf,  unduvidation  of  the  privilege 
uf  tbo  House,  and  the  aii  eucs:  uf  any  inlen- 
lion  to  inllict  severe  liodily  Injury  u]ion  Mr. 
Ijnnncll,  they  are  of  tho  opinion  th.'t  expul 
sion  IS  a  punishment  more  severe  than  justice 
or  the  puMic  iiileresl  requires.  They  there- 
lure  ri  eommend  tho  ailopilon  ol  the  lolbiwing 
ru-oluiion  instcail  of  the  li'st  ul  the  sciics  re 
ported  by  the  Cummitteu: 

Hnultril,  lliai  ifiu  Hon.I.jvell  II.  Uous- 
seau la)  summoned  to  the  bar  ul  the  House, 
unit  be  there  publicly  reprimanded  lor  Ibu 
viulaiion  of  the  iichis  and  privileges  of  tho 
House,  of  which  bu  was  ^-niliy  in  the  personal 
assault  tominiitcd  by  him  upon  llie  lluu.  J. 
It.  (triiinell  t<>r  words  spoken  in  dci<aiu. 

In  recommending  thu  udopiion  ul  ihe  utlier 
resolutions  reported  by  thu  Committee,  tho

— An  am- 
ateur farmer  and  gardener  ia  in  trouble.  Ui« 
pro«pccts  are  gloomy ;  ho  siiys  be  bag  b:en 
lighting  yel:ow  bu^s,  and  c.imu  olf  (econd 
I'cit.and  in  his  ilespair  calb  loudly  for  help. 
Here  i«  his  experience  in  bugging— who  can 
extend  him  the  required  relief.' 

"I  am  s.cklng  for  'more  light;'  and  aa  Ed- 
itors are  s«ppoi>ed  to  know  cvorythiog,  1  want 
you  to  tell   me  b>>w  to  preserve  aquanh  and 
cucumiicr  vines  from    striped   yellow  bugs. 
The  climate,  or  soil,  or  something  else  of  St. 
raui,  »cems  peculiarly  adapted  for  the  rapid 
growth  and  development  of  tbeso  dcstmctive 
in.'cet!).    I  have  often  killed  from  three  to  five 
hundred  before  breakfat<t— without  an  appar- 
ent diminution  of  the  living,  two  hours  after- 
ward.   Seeing  how  I  was  annoyed,  a  friend 
of  mine  told  mu  to  obtain  some  ground  |>las- 
ter,  ol  Wait,  and  sprinkle  it  on  the  vines.    It 
would  (hi  buie  to  keep  olT  the  bugs.    I  tried  it 
thoroughly.    I  cannot  sry  positively  that  it 
increased  the  number  of  bugs,  but  I  am  sure 
that  it  didn't  diminish  them.    Another  friend 
then  told  me  to  use  ualeacbcd  bard  wood  ash- 
es.   1  did,  and  killed  a  few  of  my  vines;  but 
all  of  the  bugs  that  I  killed,  were  lirst  caught 
between  my  thumb  and  lingers.    I  was  next 
told  by  a  man— who  'never  knew  it  to  fail,' to 
drive    little    silckfi    into   the     ground     near 
the    vines,   and    to    fasten    rags    saturated 
with   kenseno    on    the    tup    ends.     I    was 
assured  that  tho  odor  was  si  otfcnsivo  and 
destructive,  that  no  bugs  would  ccinu  wiihin 
'forty  rods' of  this  powerful  oil.     I  tried   it! 
1  spoiloil  a  teacup  by  lilliug  it  nilh  the  stink- 
ng  oil,  Brd     lioisled  the  rug' at  sundown  on 
len  hilU  us   an  experiment.    'lUc  nex>  d.<y  I 
uoticed  Ibat  Ibo  b  inners  were  favorable  places 
ot  renort  for  the  nio.'-t  loving  and  t^irvetionato 
promenaelers  cf  tUc  enemy.    Here  they  met 
to  exchange  vows,  and  always  m.irclicil  dou- 
ble '    If  I  rtiollrct  liglil,  tho.«e  kuroi>ono  ban- 
ners came  down  Willi   a  iu»b !    I   was  then 
told  to  ii-c  slukcd  lime,  but   it  had  aliuut  as 
much  inituenco  on  tho  bu»;»,  as  the  rtliL-l  man- 
tfCEii>cs  did  on  Cicncral  .sbcrmun.    I  ara  now 
waiting  for  sunic  ono  lo   recommend  another 
•uro  remedy  ;  for  the  bugs   have  alrc.idy  de- 
stroyed between  one  and  two  hundred  hills  of 
my  iK'st  plants,  and  their  appeiiles  seem  to  bo 
still  gaming.     1  beg  that  you  or  some  of  your 
readers  will  conio  to  my  aid,  in  t'lis.  my  hour 
ot  tribulation,  and  receive  the  thanks  of  an 
AMATEL'H    FAHMKIl.'

'The 
reverse  ol  all  this  may  happen,  and  ilo.s  hap- 
pen every  day,  yet  iltniocratic  governnieiit  is 
found  lo  (ultil  just  ends,  and  Ibe  real  Trlliuncs 
ol  Ibc  people  uro  not  tbo  elect  of  tbe  ballot- 
box,  but  sit  afar  olT  the  wisest  in  the  land, 
molding  through  earnest  convlcti'm  tho  na- 
tional ihoughl.  'The  importance  of  a  ballot  is 
chiillrtiitho  individual— that  ho  can  vote, 
rather  iban  bow  be  votes.  'The  way  of  voting 
will  lie  controlled  in  tbc  end  by  8ii|<crior  m 
llucnres  of  intellect  and  virtue;  the  capacity 
of  voting  is  Ihe  protcitiun  agaiust  class  lcgi>- 
lation,  the  cppriSsions  if  race,  the  inlolercnco 
ot  parly,  and  ail  those  anta.conisms  winch 
threaten  to  wreck  tbe  Male  and  engulf  Lib- 
erty.

cation ot  that  kind.  I  have  n.lopled  this  plan 
nn.l  when  I  have  hud  plenty  <il  young  clii.  k 
ens  I  hiivc  seldom  been  troutdul  with  vermin 
on  iiiv  plants.

That  Horse.— 'I'iie  horso  that  was 
rdl  ;.l  l.'r  at  the  Fair  on  Saturday  nighlturns 
out  not  lo  have  liecn  w.m  at  all,  but  rem  lins 
in  |M»sses>ioii  ot  tho  manag.  rs  of  tint  inktiiu- 
lion.  A  good  d.al  of  ilissatiitfaclion  bcems  to 
pri'v.iil  m  eousciiuciifc  among  those  who  look 
chances  In  that  fast  animal,  s.>iue  of  whom 
think  that  they  were  not  fairly  treated  in  the 
transaction.  Tho  explanation  given  by  the 
managers  of  the  Fair  is,  that  beforo  the  draw 
ing  cummeDccd  on  Saturday  night,  it  wat 
publicly  announced  that  live  tickets  bad  been 
lost  at  the  races  in  St.  Anthony,  tho  numbers 
of  which  were  read,  coose.iuently  the  number 
of  tickets  In  the  box  was  three  hundred  and 
ninety  live  instead  of  four  hundred,  oiorigin- 
allT  coDtcmpIatcd.

U  was  only  last  yeai  iLat  all  Europe 
Awaited  with  anxious  cftgernese  from  day 
to  day  the  arriyal  of  the  steamers  Jrom 
tUij  side  tha  AHantit:,  lre»ghted  with  news 
of  great  battles  fought  ttud  wop,  with 
which  Ueuter's  lying  teh^grama  thrilled 
the  courts  ol  kitiRi  ami  the  palaces  of  ar- 
iatocratie  burgeois,  who  ahuJJered  with 
pious  horror  af  the  jp.ciai  I«  of  a  nation 
of  Christians  cutting  each  other'a  tLiou'i.. 
Now,  it  is  our  lurii  tr»  m'  tFic  peacofnl 
part  of  spf  ctatorx  and  oriticu.  and  thit  of 
tbeReiitle  kmgs  to  be  scrambling  in  the 
dark  horrors  ol  a  war,  at  once  interna- 
tional and  fralrici'lal,  for  each  o'.ber's 
crowns  and  heads  and  provinces. 

The  advauce  of  the  f;reat  armies  ol 
I'rusala  and  Iialy  into  Austrian  territory 
has  been  arrested  by  two  great  battles 
—one  in  Hoh-mia  and  the  oiL«  r  on  the 
contines  ol  Austrian  Italy.  In  both  cases 
the  invadin-;  armies  were  d -leatod. 

The  kuddenness  with  which  Prus- 
sia responded  to  th«  boililu  dedara- 
tions  ol  Ihe  Diet  by  tlirowiiiB  her  trnoii. 
across  her  soullicrn  border  into  Saxony 
•nd  seizing  Dresden,  a  plaeo  of  yreat 
strength  and  »tra'e(»ic  importance,  seems 
to  have  been  lollowed  tip  with  an  equally 
rapid  advance  up  the  Kibe  into  iLe  Aus- 
trian province  ol  IJohtiuia,  where  tbi.- 
greal  artery  of  (letinany  takes  its  rise. 

South    of     F>.esden    some    tbiny-fuur 
uiiles  on  this  s-anie  Elbe  and  the  railroad 
whicTj  as- ends  its  valley,  lies  I'rague,  th-' 
capitil  ol  Itoheuiia.  aiwl   from    ihia  poin* 
westward,  along   ibt   great    roH<l    to    Ol 
uiutz,  .Hfreti-hes   the  great  army  ol  Itene 
dek,  at  right    angles    to   the    line    ol  thi 
riimsian  advauie,  which  was  from   nortb 
to  south.      The  rru.s:.iaii    army,    crossini: 
the  hilly  chain    which   separate*    ^axon.> 
from  Uoberoia,  did  not  advance    diretfli 
along  the  Elbe  upon  frigue,   bu»  upon  a 
line  considerably   east  ol  the  Kibe,    per- 
haps with  a  view  to    fl.ink   the   Austrian 
position  at  I'liigue.and  lo  pierce  its  lines. 
The   place  where    the   battle   occurred, 
called    Pactoc   in   our   dispatches,   near 
Turnan,    is    northeast     of     Fra^ae   and 
southeast  ol  Dresden,  nearly  e<iuidi8taiil 
Irom  the  two  cities. 

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that   thi 
Prussians  were  beaten,  though  the  I'rud- 
sian   account  dwarls  ihi"  allair  to  a  battle 
between  divisions.

(Grenada)— without  exception  the  worst  place 
wo  have  vet  vl.sited— a  more  serious  result  has 
atlended'a  >imilar  outrage.  On  the  cyeniuif 
Of  the  30th  ol  April  last,  Capt.  J.  It.  llliindinp, 
the  Assistant  Commissioner  of  the  Uurcu 
stationed  here  (a  genllemsniy,  inotlensivo 
man,  against  whom  no  ono  seems  to  have  a 
word  of  complaint),  was  called  out  of 
his  house  by  a  man,  who  Invited 
him  to  a  walk.  Turning  the  corner  ol  the 
street,  two  other  men  came  up.  put  pistols  to 
tbe  Captain's  head  ami  shot  him  down,  lie 
lingered  till  the  next  morning,  and  then  died. 
Capi.  Illanding  suspected  the  DcrBon  who  in- 
vited liiin  out.  of  complicity  In  the  crimo,  and 
was  able  to  givo  a  preiiy  close  descripiion  ol 
the  other  two  men,  but  no  arroau  have  ever 
been  made.  In  fact,  it  is  said  to  bo  inii>osi.i- 
b:e  to  gain  evidence  against  iho  assassms.

Boultu  the  joyoua  excitement  of  ihii  nio- 
ni.iit— herein  roaeuibling  n  uiarkably 
the  Knglish,  In  which,  ethuolo{;ieall\  it 
ia  true,  they  arc  so  neaily  related. 

By  the  way,  doi'sn't  it  seem  »tranj;u 
that  the  Knj>lHiidol  our  {generation  »honld 
really  ever  havo  bo.  n  «(a/>  obl  Kiigland, 
and  urn  I  correct  in  iiup[>o«iug  that  the 
lucrry  inskirj;  was  rather  done  by  the 
Norman  nobility  tlwn  by  the.  AnKlo-»axon 
elemu-iitV  So  luueb  is  certain  llat  t' c 
more  th«  latter  got  the  upper  kind  the 
less  merry  iiiaking  there  has  been  in 
Kii<;Und. 

I  staled  before  Uiat  the  ll«mbm-g«ra 
•«ith  their  families  visited  garden  coti- 
eeits ;  yet  b<Te  a  distinction  is  to  bo 
drawn,  for  while  llio  lawyers,  physicians 
and  tjruat  mass  of  merchants  Ircipiont  the 
.ollee  homes,  and  with  I  heir  fausilies  the 
gardens  where  music  is  performed,  neith- 
er places  ftto  retorted  lo  by  the  real 
luen-hant  aristocracy,  which  is  rather  cx- 
elusive.  Llppertendom  takes  its  refresb- 
oients  at  clubs  wbero  ti  is  separated  Irou 
all  outsiders,  and  which  arc  conducted 
iiiiieh  on  the  foreing  plan. 

The  garden  concerts  arenot  Irenucnted 
by  them  ptrlly  again    on    thw   ground  of 
exclu»iveneiis  ;  partly  because  ibey  shrink 
from  exposirg  their  wives,  and  of  meet- 
ing, perhaps,  some  of  those   problemati- 
eal  lenialu  existences  wbicli  Bsoosm   sc- 
eiely  has  cbrintened    dtmititunde.     Such 
excluaiveness  is  but  very  rarely  met  wi  h 
in  lar){e  Ueroiau  cities,   and  •■  to   the 
fe  ir  ol  meeting  the  latter   class,  it   ia   at 
least,  here   in    Vi«nna   and   many   other 
cities,  entirely   unknown.      At    Vienna 
Countessci  and  Princcssei   arc   not  krs 
charmed  by  the  sweet  mosic    discoursed 
by  Strauss'  orchestra  in  Domiuaycrs'  or 
the  people's  garden,   bcca-jso    iho  denti- 
moiule  enjoys   thtro    the   same   pleasure. 
'I'hese  {lersons   aru    unavoidably    met  in 
the  theatre,  street  and  iJiurcb,    and    con- 
duct themselves  in  public  not  indecently, 
■o  Vienna  ladies  sec  no  harm  in  being  al- 
so ill  the  aniiie  public  j^aidtii  with    them. 
Merchants    being    (hit     reprcatntativo 
men    of  Hamburgh.     1    suughl    nearly 
always      Ibcir       society       and       heard 
a-,  d       Haw       su       much        ot        iitiin- 
hers       vepreiientiug      capital,      interest, 
dividends    and   iiicrchaudiso,  that  ut    last 
they  aeeiiivd   f:iirly  to  assume  life.

stillness  and  peace    and   rural   simplicity 
that    surrounds     them,     the    lights    ol    a 
nortbrrn     sky    illuminating    Iho    scene, 
breathe,   especially   during  the  long  twi- 
light hours  of  the  country,  a  sweet  mel 
anchoiy    that    1  have  never    met  with    in 
other  landscapes.     In  this  pait  rart  ol 
llolsiein         Iho         l.irmers         live         in 
villages,       though       the       bousea      Jo 
not  stand   very    closely    together,    beiof;

erable, indeed,  by  fir  less  than  on«  would 
suppose.

Dur  aigrettes,  our  diamoi^l  constella- 
tions, and  our  koh-i-noors  are  very  beau 
tilul.  but  among  all  our  mmiern  de»ij;iis 
lor  (towels  and  ftininrs,  none  awaken  in 
our  mind  iiaauciations  ol  iduai  su  extpiia- 
ite  AS  IhOHfl  suggesteil  by  tho  taste  ol 
those  ^raciliil  pagans. 

Young  gills  III  l'oiui<cii  wore  nets,  and 
exercised  the  charming  eapriciousness  ol 
their  tickle  taste  in  choice  ol  color,  tc.x 
tiiru  and  style.  Some  ut  them  were 
made  of  gold  thread,  studded  with  pearls 
ami  other  prcirioiis  stones. 

But.  with  that  same  passion  fo-  beauty 
in  dress  whnli  now,  lis  then,  lies  at  the 
very  heart  ol  women'.i  nature,  nothinf;

The  makers 
ol  that  pait  ol  a  woman's  warJrolie  w.r>' 
as  much  patronizrd  by  Pomp-Man  bdlo!* 
as  onr  French  oorset  makers  are  to  da} 
|iatronizrd  by  women  of  elegance.  Over 
that  band  was  worn  .t  sort  ol  j  ".i-kcl  wi  h 
long  sleeves,  and  ma.le  of  the  linest  white 
wool.

There  was  one 
special  slave  invested  with  the  rcspoini- 
bilily  ol  kee|iing  the  nails  of  her  mislress 
properly  pared,  cleaned  and  lijited. 
Women  never  wore  gloves,  yet  Ihey  dcl- 
icilely  eherished  their  hands  and  lingers.

What  would  not  such  an 
industrious  and  eiiterprisie(>  |»'opb;  ac 
eouiplisb  on  a  township  ol  land  in  Min- 
nesota 1* 

In  the  cart  part  of  the  town,  about  two 
miles  south  ul  ibis  Inuiilain,  is  ilie  village 
ol  the  "Millennial  Church."  as  they  st)ie 
themselves,  or  as  they  are  siyle<l  by  the 
"world's  people,"  ".'^hak'Ts."  The  ride 
Irom  tbo  l^liaiioii  Spring  is  a  pleasant 
omi,  aud  improves  aa  th^  settlement  ia 
approached,  as  not  a  stick,  or  wee.l  nor 
stone  is  siiU'ered  ever  lo  remain  in  the 
road,  within  Ihe  bouiuls  ol  their  premises. 
Our  visit  to  this  cstablesemeut  was  ex- 
ceedingly pratilying,  and  fully  rc|i»id  us 
ler  Ibt!  rule  Irom  Sara'oj;*.  All  the 
luerabers  ul  Ibis  singular  and  peaceabln 
eomiouiiity  were  kind  and  unassuming  iu 
manner,  and  appeared  pleased  lo  com- 
miriiealu  all  the  mlormanou  in  rela'ion 
to  their  society  that  we  desired. 

The  Shakers  at  tins  viM.ign  own  be- 
tween two  ati.lihreu  thousand  acres  ol 
Uml  in  this  State.  be.>iilcs  a  coiisi.lcrabh' 
tract  ill  Massacbusutls.  So  fir  as  m\ 
own  obseivatinn  goes,  no  farms  in  the 
country  eipial  tlieirs,  which — wi:h  lh<i  ex- 
eepfioii  ol  wood  lots— is  all  under  tJie 
lii|;bcsl  state  ol  cultivation — white,  lor  in- 
dustry, they  resemble  a  bugc  swarm  of 
bees.  One  has  under  cuilivaliou  the 
present  summer  forty  acres  ol  mudicinal 
plant'— chiilly  dandelion,  yellow  dock, 
wormwood,  valeiiaii  and  acjnitij-  ami  an 
idea  of  Ihe  aggregate  bui>ineKS  done  in 
this  line  leny  l>c  lornuJ  when  it  is  known 
that  over  'J'st  iMH)  pounds  ul  these  arliclts 
nnd  garden  aeeds  are  put  np yearly  Tfceir 
numDcr  at  this  settlement  is  n.iarly  six 
bnnJred,  divided  istu  what  are  called  thrir 
families.  They  manufacture  a  great  va- 
riety of  articles  lor  sale — suehasbiooms. 
seivra  and  laney  baskets— all  ol  which 
aroremaikable  lor  their  neatness  and  du- 
rability ;  and  in  ^borl,  ibtir  faims,  their 
gardeas,  their  manulic'ories  and  houses 
—all  exhibit  Ihe  plea^mgeflf\-ots  ol  in<hi»- 
try  and  rural  economy.  They  cheerfully 
pay  their  proportion  o(  the  puMic  taxes, 
and  share  all  thu  burdens  ol  government 
except  the  bearing  ol  arms,  which  tbey 
deem  to  be  unlawful ;  and  while  never 
asking  charity  for  any  purpose,  are  al- 
ways ready  with  tiieir  hands  and  hearts 
to  give.  We  were  cuiii-leon«ly  condur ted 
through  every  department  ol  the  estab- 
lir.hinent,  and  everywhere  was  plainly  vis- 
ible  the  cieellcnce  of  U;eir  d.-iaiestie  cr- 
rttiigcmcnts.  We  visited  Iheir  exti"isivo 
dairy,  their  washing-house,  mills  aud  man-

Hithcito,  in  our  akercbes  ol  Cuna.lian 
Natural  ll'-'tory,  we  have  purposely  .'on- 
tini  d  eursi^lves  to  aeiinnls  and  birds.  To 
have  dc'cribcd  oiir  native  fishes  while  the 
ice  king  held  sv-ay,  would  have  bt-en  to 
ileprive  our  readers  ol  the  immediate  op- 
portu!  ify  of  veril)iug  our  deserijitions 
oy  theirowii  ol.-ervations  anil  researches. 
With  the  arrival  ol  the  genial  summer 
time,  howiv.r,  when  our  rivers  and 
creeks  are  swatuiing  with  lish,  and  net 
and  rod  and  line  are  put  into  rtipiisition 
for  tbe  capture  of  the  tinny  prey,  tbe  ob- 
jection no  longer  holds  good. 

Among  all  fresh  water  fisbca,  whether 
found  in  the  old  world  or  in  the  new,  the 
.^alnion  deycrveclly  occupiea  the  fiist  place 
Its  wariness,  its  subtlety,  its  strength,  its 
deteriuiued  courage  and  endurance,  as 
well  as  thu  unsurpassed  (luality  of  its 
lles-b,  pla'jc  it  Without  a  rival.  The  life 
history  of  thn  salmon  is  interesting,  and 
some  of  its  stages,  even  at  the  present 
day.  are  involved  in  corsidcrnblc  obseu- 
riiy.  Without  prestimiog  to  advance  any 
theory  cl  our  own,  wo  will  briefly  at- 
tempt to  rccoid  the  history  of  a  salmon 
from  its  earliest  entrance  on  existence, 
until  it  has  attained  maturity,  as  ascer- 
tained by  tlic  best  authorities  ol  the  pres- 
ent age. 

'J'lic  places  usually  fiolceted  by  tbe  pa- 
rent lish  lor  the  deposition  ol  her  rce,  or 
o'-a,  are  ri(ipling  fords  or  shallows,  of 
not  i.iore  than  two  or  three  ft:et  in  depth, 
where  the  f;r.ivel  is  .•iejiii  and  not  tto 
heavy,  :.;  d  llie  wnter  dear  and  in  i-on- 
slant  flow.

TLe  pond  containing  lholarg^^t 
fish  and  principal  fii^,wreTs  was  firs*  con- 
structed. A  strong  volumo  cf  water 
passes  through  it  from  the  main  stream, 
the  iiuantiiy  received  and  discharged  be- 
ing so  regulated  that  there  in  rn   danger 


ng  suttocate.i.      iuc  space  on 
one  side  is  a  plillorm,  having  a  stove  and 
the  various  convenieni'cs  for  ieeding,  ite. 
At  one  end  is  a  pond  eighteen  feet  Fi)uare, 
with  about  two  Icet   depth   ol  water,     if 
by  any    means    trout    escape    from   tbe 
troughs,    they    cannot    gel     beyond   the 
pond,  and  the  room  is  ample  Icr  keeping 
millions  uii'iltbey  aro  two  or  three  inches 
long.

gravcl.     Iinpr«.gii:vtcd  ipawn    sink  to  tba 
bo.toiii,  even  in  water   running  with  .on- 
siderablc  lone,  and  will    remain  station- 
ary, il  undisturbed,    until    the  young  fish 
begin  their  ell'orts  for  a  release  from  con- 
finement.    In  from  l.»  to  •JO  days  after  the 
spawn  IS  deposited,  the  young  fish  is  dis- 
eeinible  with  the  i.ahed  vyc.

M.  an.l  said 
In*  had  found  snmeihing    that  lonkrd  like 
ibe  I'onto  ."-tone,   .ml  preduein);  a  de/.-ii 
pi.  ces,  wrbed  the   doetc'r  to  .  xpi  rim  •lit 
with    them.     TlM-   doctor  Was  rkepin-al, 
but.  tu    aeeuiumodalo    bii  Iri.  nd,  under- 
took   t«i    .oinnly    with    his    ilesire.      For 
Noiun  tiilto  no  opportunity  lor  «'.\i>enmcnt 
was   prefcnted  —  mad   do>^H   fortunately 
nut  being  very  plentiful  at  aiiv  time  or  in 
any  place,  r.ie  vi  ry  siarce  indeed  in  Vir- 
ginia .'o   early  in  tbu  fuinmer.     At  last, 
abotit  ten  day*  ago,  a  iiegio  on  tbe  doc 
tor's  pUee  loading  com  sbnekn,  gathered 
up  in    tne    arm    lull    a  bujje  copperhead 
snake,  which    bit    him    oti    the  arm   just 
above  the    wrijt.      1  he.   negro  yilled,  ol 
course,  but  rtopping  only  to  ti.r  his  (us- 
pei.ibr  tinhily  aiound  bis  arm  above  the 
elbow,  started  on  the  run  for  tbo  doctor, 
'fhe  dlrtjnce  w.is   iii.t  K'^eat,  bjt  by   the 
lime  he  arrive.l  ibe  arm  was  (;ri  ally  swol- 
len, thus  diitin.  tly  showini;  ibo  poison  t« 
be    very  virulent.     Dr.    M     resolved  on 
trying  the  stone,  an.l  applied  it,  following 
the    ain^eiions    in  the    use  ol    ibe  I'onto 
Stone.      In  the.  present  instance  tbe  stone 
clung  to  the  negro's  arm  wi'h  wonderful 
tenacity  for  a  I.  w  ininu'es,  and  then  fell 
efl',  tbo    swelling    nicaiiiimo  sensibly  de- 
creasing.    It    wa.i    then    jiut    in    luke- 
warm water,  and  the  poison  was  distinct 
ly  seen  to  exude  Irom    it.       11.  ing   taken 
out  of  the  water  and   thuicu^hly  .tried  it 
was  agaiu    applied,  and    again  adhered, 
but  not  so  long  as   belore,  nor  with  the 
same  terrible  grip,  but  when   it  eaao  olf 
all  tbo   poiKon  in  the    ni  gro's  veins  came 
with  it.  or  at  Itatt  tbe  man  wmt  back  to 
work  at   once,    aud  within   an   hour    of 
the  time  ho  was  bitten,  and  has  shown  no 
signs  of  the  virus  since. 

It  was  thus  satisfnctorilf  est  iblished  to 
Dr.  M.  that  the  stone  woiild  extract  tbe 
poison  ol  a  snake,  and  it  instantly  oc- 
curred to  him  that  il  it  was  an  aniidote 
for  one  kind  ol  poison  it  was  lor  another, 
and  be  pursued  his  experiments  lurther. 
He  next  applied  Iho  stone  to  venereal 
poison,  and  with  precisely  the  same  el- 
lect.  The  ea:c  was  one  in  primary 
stage,  and  of  very  virulent  character, 
and  in  three  days  an  entire  cnre  had  been 
perfected.  Having  tLui  discovered  the 
great  value  ol  the  stone.  Dr.  M.  attempt- 
ed next  to  trace  tbe  discovery  of  the  new 
(tore  of  it,  but  with  only  partial  sueccis. 
J.  would  ailinil  only  that  be  bid  "lound 
some  ol  it,"  but  could  not  be  induced  to 
say  when,  where,  or  how  much,  further 
than  he  might  supply  a  1  undred   pounds

From  a  r.rgro,  however,  it  was  ex- 
tracted that  J.  had  CO mu  upo:i  the  sub- 
stance while  digging  a  miil-raoe;  that  be 
had  s.-rutirized  it  clo?ely,  taking  a  speei- 
meu  and  iiistanily  abandoned  th.-  mill 
race  by  that  i-oute.  and  restore. I  the 
protnid  where  the  di?!'overy  was  niarle  to 
ita  criminal  ^tnte.  Thus  luuih  and  no 
mere  would  tbe  negro  tell,  and  the,  fcerct 
is  buried  with  the  two  aad  likely  >o  to  re- 
main. Dr.  M.,  however,  and  his  brother,
